DR. WILHITE’S TESTIMONY. 
In opposition to this mass of abuse and 
misstatement we might present columns of 
facis that go to show. that the condition of 
the convicts in thé Geergia penitentiary is 
far above the condition of convicts leased 
under the same plan in other states and 
above that of many prisons in the north. 
But there is no necessity of doing this. 
Dr. Wilhite, one of the most prominent 
and conscientious citizens of South Carolina 
visited the convict camps of Georgia a short 
time ago, for the purpuse of investigating 
the condition of the convicts, under order 
from the governor of South Carolina in or- 
der that he might report to the legislature 
of that state. We had a call from Dr. Wil- 
hite after he had finished the investigation 
and he stated to us in the strongest terms 
that he was astonished at the cleanliness 
and healthfulness of the various camps. 
He saw but the fewest number of sick 
_persons, the diet was bountifal and good, 
the work hours were moderate, the disci- 
pline was kind but firm, and the camps 
were pronounced by him models of their 
kind.

In a late copy of the Chicago Inter-Ocean 
we find about four columns devoted to a 
recital of the horrors of the Georgia peni- 
tentiary. 

The story purports to be an interview 
with an anonymous “‘general,’’a man “who 
Was reilly not a general, but was so-called 
because he owned a large number of slaves 
previous to the war.” This general wore 
gold-rimmed spectacles, lived in Atlanta, 
and had devoted much study to Georgia’s 
penitentiary system. His name is not 
given, but he is represented as a tvpe of the 
irascible, strong-minded, old-fashioned 
southerner. 

SOME TOUGH READING. 

The interview opens with an exclamation 
from the lips of the gifted but vague gene- 
fal to this effect: ‘Sentenced to the chain- 
gang for life for stealing one mackerel from 
a.store’’-—with his finger on a page of the 
report of the penitentiary keeper that veri- 
fied his report. From this beginning, the 
several launched into a discussion of the 
lease system of the Georgia penitentiary.

—The Columbus Times tells of the horri- 
ble death of Mr. James Askew, which acci- 
dentally occurred in Harris county last 
Monday. His father, Mr. J. M. Askew, 
owns a saw-mill, and his son James was 
workthg at it. The house is unfinished, 
and it is presumed that James was walking 
on the sleepers above the shaft and feil 
through. The shaft is pinned together, and 
the ends of the pegs protrude out several 
inches, and in falling his clothes were 
caught by the pegs, and as it was in motion 
he was carried round and round the shaft 
until he was found by his father two hours 
after. Im being carried atound by the shaft 
his feet would strike the sleeper overhead 
and the ground underneath, until his Jegs 
were worn to a frazzle te the knees, noth- 
ing remaining but fragments of the skin. 
Even the bones of the toes on his feet were 
beaten out, and particles of bone were 
found scattered about the _ horrible 
scene. His arms were broken, 
and the bones sticking through 
the skin showed several inches 
His body was almost aielly. His head and 
face did not receive even a scar, It was in 
this horrible condition that he was discov- 
ered by his father, who thinking that his 
son was remaining an unusually long time, 
went beneath to see what he was doing. 
He had been whirling on the shaft for about 
two hoars. No one can imagine the anguish 


of the father’s heart as he discovered his son 


beat to death and to fragments, and then 
had to go above again in order to stop the 
motion of the cruel shaft, and then alone, 
to have to extricate him from the terrible 
position. James.Askew wasa young gen- 
tleman of sterling traits of character, and 
his death and the distressing accident isuni- 
versally regretted by the entire commu- 
nitv.

{n Bur judgement the court erred in sus- 
taining the demurrer to the defendant's 
second plea andin admitting parol evi- 
dence to explain and correct the minutesof 
Fulton superior court as to the names of 
the grand jurors appearing thereon. Let 
the judgment of the court below be re- 
versed.

This was@ claim case and on the trial 
thereof, the jury under the rulings of the 
court, found the property not subject to the 
fi. fas. levied thereon. A motion for a new 
trial was made on the ground therein stated, 
which was overruled, and the plaintifi 
excepted. The main ground of errer com- 
plained of is that the court sustained the 
demurrer to the plaintiff's equitable amend. 
ment to the issue in the case, as set forth in 
the record in which it is alleged that on the 
10th of June, 1873, Devaughn, the defend- 
ant in h. fas , made a deed to the claimants 
under the Reese act of 1871 (the title under 
which they now clalm the property) to 
secure the payment of a debt of $1,200, the 
claimant’s executing bond conditioned to 
reconvey the property on payment of the 
debt by Devaughn; that said deed was 
executed and delivered by Devaughn be- 
lieving and understanding.it was a mort 

gage, and was accepted as a mortgage, and 
by fraud, accident or mistake, said con 

veyance in fact does not express the true 
intent and meaning of the parties thereto, 

being a pretended deed for conveyance 
when in fact it was understood to be a 
mortgage only, and the-plaintiff in fi fa 
prays that said instrament muy be so re- 
formed as to speak the iatention of the par- 
ties. The plaintiff also alleged by way of 
amendment that since the making of said 
deed Devaughn had improved the property 
to the value of $2,177,00, and plaintiff in fi 
fa insists that he is equitably entitled to 
have that improved vaiue of the property 
applied to his fi fas. The plaintitf obtained 
his judgments against Devaughn, on which 
his two fi fas levied on the property were is- 
sued, on the lst of May, 1874, nearly a year 
after the date of the claimants’ deed, which 
was recorded within twelve months, but not 
within three months as required for the re- 
cording of mortgages. It does not appear 
at what time the  plaintifi’s debt 
was contracted, nor does it ap- 
pear whether the property con- 
veyed in the deed, including 
the improvements, was of greater value 
than the claimant’s debt for which the deed 
was given to secure. Assuming that the 
deed was intended to be a mortgage as the 
plaintiff alleges, still, he does not offer to 
pay the claimant’s debt which it was 
given to secure, for the purpose of redeem- 
ing the same for his own benefit, We find 
no error in sustaining the demurrer to the 
plaintiff's amended equitable issue, nor 10 
overruling his motion for a new trial. 

Let the judgment of the court below be 
aflirmed.

_ 2: While, in respect to its streets, a city 
and a passenger upon them are alike bound 
t» ordinary diligence, yet the diligence of 
the former has relation to keeping the 
siceets in safe condition and repair, and that 
vf the latter has relation to walking, riding 
or driving along them in proper manner 
and ...with due * caution. Ordinary 
diligence on the part of the city 
is that. care which every’ prudent 
municipality takes to put its streets tn safe 
order and keep them so; on the part of the 
passenger of average power and capacity, it 
is that care which every prudent person 
takes to pass over theiu without sustaining 
injury orinflictingany. The duty of main- 
taining a street in afit condition for safe 
use, though limited to ordinary diligence in 
those on whom that duty is cast, involves a 
very different measure of vigilance in tore- 
seeing danger, from that which a passenger 
is boundto exercise. It follows, that the 
passenger may know the street or locality, 
and yet be free from negligence, whiie the 
city, on the sane state of facts, might be 
chargeable with negligence—even with gross 
negligence. In no respect is the vigilance 
obligatory upon theonea measure of that 
which is obligatory upon the other. Each 
is bound to the diligence appropriate, not 
toacommon duty, but to aseparate and 
distinct duty appertaining to a separate 
and distinct class. The passenger does not 
undertake to servethecity or represent it, 
and upon him rest none of its burdens; he 
is to act the part of a4 _. prudent, 
discreet traveler, not the part of 
a prudent, discreet corporation. If he has 
special knowledge which ought to heighten 
his care above that which would be usual 
and reasonable in those less informed, his 
conduct should conform to that of ordinary 
prudent men possessed of like information 
and placed in like circumstances. Ordinary 
diligence involves a reasonable use of all the 


resources, mental and physical, which are 
at the passenger’s command. 

3. While the city is bound to observe its 
own proper measure of diligence, yet if it 
fail, and the passenger can nevertheless 
avoid the consequences by using ordinary 
d:ligence on his part, and he likewise fail, 
he cannot recover. 

4. So, if the consequences to the passen- 
ger would, under the circumstances, have 
been the same had the city not been negli- 
gent, he cannot recover though he be in nu 
default. 

Judgment reversed.
